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Claims 3-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 3, the 
phrase in" should be changed to -are-. Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1,3,5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Manner etal. 

Manner et al. disclose an extrusion die comprising an extrusion die having an 
insert needle 2 with a material transport channel leading to tips 3. An external drive 6 
moves the needle 2. See Figs. 1-3. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Manner et 
al. as applied to claims 1 ,3,5 and 7 above, and further in view of Sakuri et al. 

While Manner et al. does not disclose a threaded die mouth piece, Sakuri et al. 
discloses such a mouth piece to be conventional. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Manner et 
al. as applied to claims 1 ,3,5 and 7 above, and further in view of van Boekel et al.

While Manner et al. does not disclose channels to carry a tempering medium, 
van Boekel disclosesa multi-piece extrusion die body having channels 4-6 located in the 
body to carry a tempering medium to be conventional. 

Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in Independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
